I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  thirty-third  Annual 
Report  upon  the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  County. 

After  the  static  period  of  the  war  years  the  service  is  entering 
a period  of  new  activity  and  expanded  growth. 

The  new  development  plan  for  the  County  visualizes  wider 
schemes  of  treatment  for  all  scholars  both  in  the  Primary  and 
Secondary  Schools. 

It  is  of  importance  to  lay  a proper  foundation  upon  which  the 
whole  superstructure  of  future  medical  treatment  schemes  must 
rest. 

To  what  extent  the  National  Health  Service  Bill  will  affect 
the  School  Medical  Service,  it  is  at  present  difficult  to  foresee. 

I would  tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  School  Welfare  Committee  for  their  interest  and 
co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service.

REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
Medical  Inspection  Findings 

The  code  groups  of  scholars  have  been  medically  examined  as 
well  as  scholars  outside  the  specified  age  groups  at  the  request  of 
parents,  head  teachers  or  school  nurses. 

Scholars  found  at  previous  inspections  to  be  needing  treatment 
or  observation  are  re-examined  periodically  until  the  condition 
is  cured.  Scholars  who  were  absent  the  previous  year  and  missed 
their  routine  medical  inspection  are  also  examined. 

Clothing  and  Footwear  : 

Children’s  footwear  continued  to  be  of  very  inferior  quality 
and  it  is  a credit  to  the  parents  that  the  number  of  scholars  with 
really  dilapidated  shoes  are  so  few. 
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Cleanliness  : 

The  skin  condition  was  almost  invariably  found  to  be  clean, 
but  no  doubt  many  of  the  children  have  a special  wash  and  brush-up 
on  the  morning  of  the  inspection.  Despite  constant,  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  School  Nurses,  certain  children  arc  persistently 
dirty  and  harbour  nits  and  vermin. 


Nutrition  : 

Every  child  examined  is  assessed  as  regards  his  or  her  state 
of  nutrition.  This  is  often  a difficult  matter  and  individual  judge- 
ments vary.  It  is  now  possible  to  compare  the  figures  today  with 
the  previous  years’  figures.  The  following  table  gives  the  statistics 
of  the  four  grades  for  the  years  1938,  1944,  1945  :

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a slight  improvement  for  1945 
compared  with  1944  while  the  really  bad  cases  of  malnutrition 
in  1938  were  twice  as  many  as  in  1945.  This  I think  is  due  to 
the  School  dinners,  which  continue  to  be  of  a very  high  standard. 

The  question  of  the  distribution  of  iron  tonic  tablets  as 
suggested  in  my  1944  report  should  be  considered.  About  500 
scholars  woidd  undoubtedly  benefit  by  this  simple  treatment. 
They  already  receive  Halibut  Liver  Oil  Capsules,  but  this,  although 
very  beneficial,  would  be  greatly  helped  by  the  iron  treatment. 


Skin  Diseases  : 

Only  0 cases  of  scabies  wyre  treated  at  the  Minor  Ailment 
Clinics  compared  with  25  cases  last  year.  Impetigo  continues  to 
be  the  most  frequent  skin  disease  ; 154  eases  were  treated  at  the 
Minor  Ailment  Clinics.  Ringworm  continues  to  be  only  rarely 
seen  ; only  3 cases  were  met  with  during  the  whole  course  of  Medical 
Inspection. 
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Ear,  A' ose  and  Throat  : 

There  were  very  few  eases  of  serious  trouble  due  to  adenoids 
enlargement  but  tonsillitis  and  chronically  inflamed  tonsils  were 
found  in  about  the  same  measure  as  in  former  years. 

Discharging  ears  were  only  met  with  in  6 eases  during  Medical 
Inspection. hut  18  cases  were  treated  at  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinics. 
Most  of  them  were  chronic  cases  and  came  up  for  treatment  period- 
ically usually  as  the  result  of  colds. 

All  cases  requiring  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  or  further 
Specialist  advice  or  treatment  were  referred  to  the  E.N.T.  Surgeon. 

External  Eye  Disease  and  Defective  Vision  : 

Several  cases  of  external  eye  diseases  were  referred  to  the 
Eye  Specialist  and  in  most  cases  sulphathiazole  in  some  form  or 
other  was  prescribed.  A few'  obstinate  cases  w'ere  referred  to  the 
Pathological  Laboratory  with  a view  to  treatment  with  penicillin. 

About  399  cases  needing  visual  treatment  were  seen  and 
spectacles  were  provided  to  326  scholars. 

Two  cases  were  operated  on  for  squint  and  one  for  meibomian 
cysts.  Foreign  matter  was  removed  from  a scholar’s  eye  at  one 
clinic  session. 

The  provision  of  spectacles  in  the  County  reaches  a very  high 
standard.  Prompt  attention  is  also  given  to  the  repair  of  damaged 
glasses. 


Heart  and  Circulation  : 

All  cases  of  heart  murmurs  are  seen  at  every  inspection  visit. 
There  arc*  about  75  to  100  of  these  cases  but  only  about  12  could 
be  classified  “ organic  ”.  These  are  excused  drill  and  the  teachers 
are  asked  to  keep  a special  eye  upon  them  during  playtime. 


Lungs  : 

Asthma  and  bronchitis  continue  to  be  the  most  frequent 
defects  noted.  Thirteen  suspected  cases  of  slight  lung  involve- 
ment were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  but  none  of  these 
were  thought  to  be  tubercular.  They  were  kept  under  observation. 
Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work,  it  was  not.  found  possible  to  con- 
tinue with  the  patch  testing  of  further  schools. 


Orthopaedic  : 

The  total  number  of  scholars  suffering  from  crippling  defects 
is  175  ; 7 cases  have  received  treatment  in  hospital  during  the  year. 
The  clinic  meetings  continue  to  be  well  attended  ; in  fact  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  have  extra  sessions  at  Holyhead  so  as  to 
avoid  over-crowding.  Most  children  with  severe  orthopaedic 
defect  have  already  been  seen  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  or  by 
private  arrangement.  Foot  strain  and  faulty  posture  are  the 
conditions  met  with  by  the  School  Doctor.  Out  of  the  total 
orthopaedic  cases  of  175;  6-1  come  under  these  headings. 

Nervous  System  : 

Only  5 children  were  found  to  show  signs  of  chorea.  Epilepsy 
in  children  attending  school  is  uncommon.  Eight  scholars  seen 
were  reported  to  be  troubled  with  some  degree  of  enuresis. 

Mental  Defectives  : 

Practically  every  school  has  a few  children  who  are  mentally 
backward.  One  hundred  scholars  were  actually  seen  who  had  some 
degree  of  mental  defect.  In  some  cases  this  retarded  mental 
development  approaches  that  of  actual  feeble-mindedness,  and  such 
children  are  a great  problem  in  the  Elementary  Schools. 


Secondary  Schools 

All  the  entrants  to  these  schools  were  fully  examined  and  all 
the  remaining  pupils  reviewed  as  to  their  general  health. 

The  findings  generally  were  similar  to  those  of  the  Elementary 
Schools  except  that  acne  was  found  to  be  the  most  common  skin 
complaint. 

A large  number  of  the  pupils  suffer  from  defective  vision. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

This  work  was  continued  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of 
children  completely  immunised  being  520  under  5 years,  and  117 
over  5 and  under  15,  making  a total  of  637.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  OPHTHALMIC  SURGEON 

During  1945  1 attended  25  Clinics  and  saw  399  children. 
Spectacles  were  prescribed  in  320  cases.  A small  number  of 
squints  were  operated  on  at  the  C.  & A.  Infirmary,  Bangor,  and  at 
the  Cottage  Hospital  Caernarvon.  1 can  only  add  that  the  co- 
operation of  the  children  in  wearing  their  glasses  is  satisfactory.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  DENTAL  SURGEON 

During  the  past  year,  dental  inspections  and  treatment 
sessions  have  as  previously  been  carried  out  in  each  school  in  turn, 
and  1 am  sure  that  in  this  way  many  more  children  receive  treatment 
than  would  be  the  case  if  they  had  to  make  a.  special  journey  to 
a clinic  in  another  town  or  village.  Many  of  the  children  apply 
regularly  for  treatment  each  time  the  school  is  visited,  but  un- 
fortunately consent  is  withheld  in  many  cases  urgently  requiring 
attention. 

The  shortage  of  sweets  during  the  past  years  has  resulted  in 
less  dental  cases,  but  many  of  the  children  are  suffering  from 
spongy,  bleeding  gums.  To  some  degree  this  may  be  due  to  diet 
deficiencies,  but  it  is  largely  the  result  of  a lack  of  cleanliness,  a 
lack  of  tooth-brush,  and  a lack  of  hard,  crisp  food. 

My  thanks  again  are  due  to  the  heads  of  all  these  schools 
and  their  staffs  for  their  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  EAR,  NOSE  AND 
THROAT  SURGEON 

The  work  of  the  E.N.T.  dept,  is  continuing  quietly  and  we  are 
well  up-to-date  with  the  tonsils  and  adenoid  operations  and 
occasional  consultations . 

From  all  accounts  the  mothers  (who  are  often  the  best  judges) 
arc  satisfied  with  the  operations,  which  in  properly  selected  cases 
cause  a great  improvement  in  the  health  of  previously  ailing 
children.  Once  more  I would  like  to  emphasise  the  importance 
of  insipient  deafness  and  ear-ache  in  the  school  child — which  is 
so  frequently  the  cause  of  hearing  disability  in  adult  life,  and  which 
is  then  beyond  control.
